MATERIAL CAN BE RELEASED, THE MFA MOST PROBABLY WOULD 
HAVE THE OPPORTUNITY TO MAKE A FINAL REVIEW. HE 
SERIOUSLY' DOUBTED THAT INFORMATION PROVIDED IN CONFIDENCE 
.BY A FOREIGN GOVERNMENT ON THE WALLENBERG CASE WOULD 
BE CLEARED FOR RELEASE. THE SAME OFFICIAL CONCLUDED 
THAT THE GOVERNMENT’S DECISION SHOULD NOT
